Study: Child Obesity Leveling 


Number of overweight ehildren steadies after 25 -year rise 


CHICAGO I The percentage of American chil- 
dren who are overweight or obese appears 
to have leveled off after a 25 -year increase, 
according to new figures that offer a glimmer 
of hope in an otherwise dismal battle. 

“That is a first encouraging finding in 
what has been unremittingly bad news,” said 
Dr. David Ludwig, director of an obesity clinic 
at Children’s Hospital Boston. 

In 2003-04 and 2005-06, roughly 32 


percent of children were overweight but not 
obese, 16 percent were obese, and 11 percent 
were extremely obese, according to a study 
by the federal Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Those levels held steady after 
rising without interruption since 1980. 

Some experts said that if the leveling- 
off is real, it could be because more schools 
and parents are emphasizing better eating 
habits and more exercise. Even so, they and 


CDC researcher Cynthia Ogden — the study’s 
lead author — stressed that it’s premature 
to celebrate. 

The results are based on 8,165 children 
ages 2 to 19 who participated in nationally 
representative government health surveys 
in 2003-04 and 2005-06. 

The surveys are considered the most accu- 
rate reflection of obesity levels because they 
are based on in-person measurements, not 
on people’s own reporting of their height and

Nearly 14,000 troops 
diagnosed with illness 
in 2007, records show 


WASHINGTON | The number of 
troops with new cases of post- 
traumatic stress disorder jumped 
by roughly 50 percent in 2007 
amid the military buildup in Iraq 
and increased violence there and 
in Afghanistan. 

Records show roughly 40,000 
troops have been diagnosed with the 
illness, also known as PTSD, since

Justices back lawsuits 
for retaliations in age, 
race bias complaints 

WASHINGTON! An unexpected blend 
of liberal and conservative Supreme 
Court justices gave workers more 
leeway Tuesday to sue when they 
face retaliation after complain- 
ing about discrimination in the 
workplace. 

In two employment cases, one 
involving race and the other, age, 
the court took an expansive view of 
workers’ rights and avoided the nar- 


TITLE IX’S ROLE

row, ideology-based decisions that 
marked its previous term. 

The justices read parts of an 
1860s civil rights act and the 


main anti- age bias law to include 
the right to sue over reprisals even 
though neither provision expressly 
prohibits retaliation. 

Justice Stephen Breyer, writing 
for the court in a case involving a 
black employee at a Cracker Barrel 
restaurant who was fired, said that 
previous Supreme Court decisions 
and congressional action make clear 
that retaliation is covered. 

The idea that a provision of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1866, known as 
section 1981, “encompasses retalia- 
tion claims is indeed well- embed- 
ded in the law,” Breyer said in the 


7-2 ruling. 

The outcomes contrasted with 
rulings last term in which conser- 
vative majorities insisted on lit- 
eral readings of federal laws over 
the objections of other liberal dis- 
senters. 

On Tuesday, Justices Samu- 
el Alito and Anthony Kennedy 
joined their more liberal colleagues 
in both rulings. Indeed, Alito wrote 
the court’s opinion allowing a fed- 
eral employee to pursue retaliation 
claims under the Age Discrimination 
in Employment Act. The vote in that

City offers businesses 
a $10,000 tax credit 
to hire ex-convicts 

PHILADELPHIA I One-time thief 
Heber Nixon Jr. has filled out his 
share of futile job applications. All 
said being a felon wouldn’t stand in 
his way — but the promised calls 
from managers never came. 

He finally got a second chance 
when he showed up at a construc- 
tion site looking for work and found 
a sympathetic builder. 

Now, the city of Philadelphia is 
making a concerted effort to encour- 
age the hiring of ex- convicts amid 
a renewed interest nationwide in 
dealing with high recidivism, grow- 
ing crime rates and exploding pris- 
on populations. 

Philadelphia averaged a murder 
per day the past two years and has 
been sued to reduce its overcrowded, 
record-high jail population. 

So, on his 100th day in office 
last month. Mayor Michael Nutter 
announced a program that gives 
$10,000 per year in municipal tax 
credits to companies that hire former 
prisoners and provide them tuition 
support or vocational training. 

“This is one of the best crime - 
prevention programs we’ll ever 
have,” he said. 


Initiatives to help former prison- 
ers re-enter society have become a 
renewed priority across the coun- 
try as new data shine a spotlight 
on staggering rates of incarcera- 
tion and recidivism. 

For the first time in U.S. history, 
more than one of every 100 adults 
is in jail or prison, a study released 
in February found. 

Michael Thompson, director of 
the Council of State Governments 
Justice Center, said the level of 
interest in finding ways to keep 
ex-prisoners from repeat offenses 


is unprecedented. “It’s really quite 
extraordinary,” he said. 

Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago 
and San Francisco are among the 
cities with agencies already dedi- 
cated to ex-offenders; states includ- 
ing Oregon and Oklahoma estab- 
lished councils last year to study 
re-entry policies. 

Philadelphia has set aside 
money for at least 500 potential 
new hires under the city program, 
but it’s unclear how many busi- 
nesses will take advantage of it.

Senator was working 
on overhaul of eancer 
law before diagnosis 

WAS H I N GTO N I Sen. Edward Kenne- 
dy’s battle with a malignant brain 
tumor is likely to put a dramatic 
personal stamp on a health care 
cause he first championed nearly 
40 years ago: the nation’s war on 
cancer. 

Kennedy had begun work on an 
overhaul of the 1971 National Can- 
cer Act when his tumor was diag- 
nosed, and advocates hope the fact 
that Kennedy has fallen victim to 
the disease will generate public sup- 
port for updating the bill. 

“People think of Ted Kennedy as 
a fighter and as someone who has 
always been there for everyone,” said 
Daniel E. Smith, president of the 
American Cancer Society Cancer 
Action Network. “The fact that he 
now is fighting this disease is a jolt. 


It’s a wake-up call to everyone.” 

Kennedy, 7b, has been a prom- 
inent and passionate advocate of 
cancer research and other health 
care issues throughout his long ten- 
ure in the Senate. 
He plans to file 
the cancer legis- 
lation in the com- 
ing weeks, an aide 
said Friday. 

The bill Ken- 
nedy plans to 
introduce seeks 
to improve the coordination of can- 
cer research, prevention and treat- 
ment while giving more money to 
the National Cancer Institute and 
other public research agencies. 

“With his legacy in health care, 
this [bill] could be an incredible 
crowning achievement for him,” 
said Hala Moddelmog, president 
and CEO of the cancer-fighting 
foundation Susan G. Komen for 
the Cure.

Myanmar Extends Activist’s Arrest 


Junta lengthens Nobel 
peaee laureate s home 
detention by 1 year 

YANGON, MYANMAR I Myanmar’smil- 
itary regime on Tuesday extended 
the house arrest of democracy activ- 
ist Aung San Suu Kyi, refusing to 
bow to international pressure of the 
sort that persuaded the junta to let 
in foreign aid for cyclone victims. 

Suu Kyi, a Nobel peace lau- 
reate who has been detained for 
more than 12 of the past 18 years, 
had her detention extended by one 
year, said a government official who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized to 
speak to the media. 

Her detention has long been 
the symbol of the regime’s heavy- 
handed intolerance of democratic

opposition to its rule. There is a 
worldwide campaign lobbying for 
her release. 

President Bush said he was 
“deeply troubled” by the extension 
of Suu Kyi’s house arrest but said the 
U.S. would continue to give aid to 
Myanmar’s cyclone survivors. 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Milliband said he “was saddened, 
if not surprised,” by the decision to 
keep her detained. 

“While our immediate focus is 
on relieving the suffering caused by 
the recent cyclone, restoration of 
democracy in Burma is still vital,” 
Milliband said. 

Suu Kyi’s supporters held a rally 
calling for her release at the head- 
quarters of her National League for 
Democracy party headquarters on 
Tuesday. Police later hauled away 
about 20 of the protesters, (ap)

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China Evacuates 80,000 


Quake-created dam 
threatens to collapse, 
flood disaster zone 

MIANYANG, CHINA I About 80,000 
people were evacuated Tuesday from 
downstream of an unstable earth- 
quake-created dam that is threaten- 
ing to collapse, and troops rushed 
to carve a trench to drain the water 
before it floods the valley. 

The threat of flooding from doz- 
ens of lakes swelling behind walls of 
mud and rubble that have plugged 
narrow valleys in parts of the disas- 
ter zone is adding a new worry for 
millions of survivors. 

More than 30 villages were 
emptied, and the people were being 
sent to camps like the one outside 
Jiangyou, where an Associated 
Press reporter saw 12 to 15 people

crammed into each of about 40 gov- 
ernment-issued tents pitched on a 
hillside overlooking the river. 


“We were told that, so far, it is the 
safest place for us to stay if the dam 
of the lake crashes,” said Liu Yuhua, 
whose village of Huangshi was one 
of those emptied. “But we will have 
to move farther uphill if the situa- 
tion turns out to be worse.” 

Troops on Tuesday used explo- 
sives to blow up tree stumps that 
were hampering heavy-duty exca- 
vators that were airlifted by heli- 
copter in recent days to the newly 
formed Tangjiashan lake near the 
town of Beichuan, the official Xin- 
hua News Agency reported. 

Aftershocks continued to rattle 
the region, causing more damage 
and injuries. Two temblors Tuesday 
caused more than 420,000 houses 
to collapse in Qingchuan county, 
Xinhua reported. Sixty-three people 
were injured, including six who were 
critically hurt, audra ang (ap)

U.N. to Investigate 
Abuse Allegations 


Charity claims foreign 
peacekeepers involved 
in sexual abuse of kids 

UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-Moon said Tuesday 
the United Nations will investigate 
allegations by a leading children’s 
charity that U.N. peacekeepers are 
involved in widespread sexual abuse 
of children. 

The report by Save the Children 
UK — based on field research in 
southern Sudan, Ivory Coast and 
Haiti — describes a litany of sexual 
crimes committed by peacekeep- 
ers and international relief workers 
against children as young as 6 . 

It said some children were denied 
food aid unless they granted sexual 
favors; others were forced to have 
sex or to take part in child pornog- 
raphy; many more were subjected to 
improper touching or kissing.

The city would finance construc- 
tion bonds with excess tax revenue 
already being collected by the Dis- 
trict to pay for the baseball stadi- 
um. United would be responsible 
for paying for any soccer stadium 
costs above $150 million, according 
to the sources, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because the plan 


is still being finalized. 

The legislation could be intro- 
duced at the council’s June 3 legis- 
lative meeting if all goes smoothly, 
the sources said. Gray, Evans and 
Barry are working to win majority 
support on the 13 -member council, 
but the debate could prove conten- 
tious with several members up for 
re-election this fall. Debate over 
the baseball stadium’s $611 mil- 
lion financing package dragged 
on nearly two years, dividing the 
council and city residents. 

In February, Fenty floated 
essentially the same plan as the 
one being developed by the coun- 
cil members, but he backed off 
after the proposal was made public.

UPPER MARLBORO, MD. | A former 
Prince George’s County police 
officer who also served as a coun- 
ty homeland security official has 
been sentenced to 45 years in pris- 
on for shooting two furniture deliv- 
ery men last year.

Prince George’s State’s Attor- 
ney Glenn Ivey says the sentence 
was appropriate for a person who 
opened fire “basically because 
bedroom furniture was delivered 
late.”

Settlement May Give 
Home Buyers a Break 


Online real estate 
brokers eould soon 
shake up the industry 

WASHINGTON I The Justice Depart- 
ment gave a boost Tuesday to online 
real estate brokers — and poten- 
tially their clients — by forcing new 
industry policies that give Internet- 
based agents access to home listings 
they were previously denied. 

The tentative settlement could 
save home buyers thousands of 
dollars. Online real estate agents 
often charge discounted commis- 
sion fees and let buyers review list- 
ings at their own pace. 

For years, however, Internet- 
based brokers have complained that 
the National Association of Real- 


tors wanted to let real estate agents 
exclude some of their listings from 
their online competitors, many of 
whom offer discounted prices. 

In a September 2005 lawsuit, 
government lawyers said such poli- 
cies discriminated against online 
brokers. The settlement in the case, 
filed in U.S. District Court in Chi- 
cago, opens the MLS databases to 
online and traditional residential 
property agents. 

Deputy Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Deborah A. Garza of the Jus- 
tice Department’s antitrust divi- 
sion said consumers saved up to 
1 percent on the price of a home 
by using an online broker in 2006. 
That year, the median home price 
was more than $225,000, she said.

ing at a hotel, eating at restaurants 
and paying ticket- scalper prices to 
get in the ballpark. 

John Trush came from New Jer- 
sey vsdth his vsdfe and daughter, and 
his daughter’s boyfriend to see Mon- 
day’s game. Trush paid $150 for each 
ticket marked at $48 and considered 
it a bargain. 

“It’s worth it. I’m in the 10th row 
behind the Yankees’ dugout,” Trush 
crowed. “Same ticket at Yankee Sta- 
dium is $ 600, and next year it’s going 
to be $ 850. So, trust me. I’m not com- 
plaining about the price here.” 

The Yankees’ official Web site 
lists the top ticket price this year at 
$400, but those seats are rarely avail- 
able on game days. Next year, when 
the team moves into a new $1.3 bil- 
lion ballpark, the Yankees \vill charge 
$500 to $2,500 for seats . (ap)

Luxury car company 
picked the wrong 
time to release sedan 

TOUGH YEAR I Jaguar’s reputation 
for luck — which is not to have any 
— continues with the 2009 Jaguar 
XF, the company’s new and utterly 
pivotal midsize, V8 -powered sedan. 
In the best of times, launching a 
luxury sedan against the likes of 
the BMW 5 -series and Audi A6 
would be a scary proposition, and 
these aren’t the best of times. The 
XF lands just as the U.S. economy 
is in a flat spin, premium gas is hit- 
ting $4 per gallon and the luxury car 
market is falling on its posh butt. 

Meanwhile, the very same 
month as the XF launch (March), 
Jaguar and Land Rover were all 
but acquired from Ford by India’s 
Tata Group, an event that, with its 
“Empire Strikes Back” overtones, 
has backlit the brand with an aura 
of decline. The good news is that 
Tata Group, which will pay $2.3 bil- 
lion for Jag and Land Rover when 
the deal is approved later this year, 
will invest heavily in the storied old 
marquees. The bad news: Jaguar, 
which has wandered the wilderness 
so long, will wander a while longer. 
Which brings us to the XF. 

The XF is a very fine motorcar 
in a market segment that demands 
utter perfection; it’s a reasonably 
attractive sedan from a company 



India’s Tata Group, the new owner of Jaguar, has a lot riding on the success of its 
$49,000-plus 2009 XF in the luxury sedan market, a segment that demands perfection . 


that needs a ravishing, wallet- emp- 
tying beauty. On this second point, 
I don’t think there’s much disagree- 
ment. You can call the XF “hand- 
some,” say it’s purposeful rather 
than pretty, admire its well-planted 
stance. Here’s what needs to happen 
now: Jag has to have a V6 or diesel 
option at this price point, and soon. 
The fuel economy of these thirsty 
V8s is going to be a millstone around 
the car’s neck. The company needs 
to emphasize the XF’s equipment 
level, which is quite generous for the 
price. And it needs to get working 
on a nose job. 

Jag has a pulse, but the 
patient isn’t out of the woods yet.

Why in the world do we have the 
slowest gas pumps in the world?

I don’t know. Possibly an environ- 
mental clause. But I’m more cyni- 
cal. Gas in Europe costs so much, 
authorities don’t want consumers 
standing around the pump think- 
ing about it. Gas prices in Ameri- 
ca are on the rise. But our authori- 
ties here have taken a different 
approach to placating consumers. 
Slowing down the pumps makes 
Americans think they are getting 
more for their money. 

You always point to recall rates to 
prove that domestic cars are just 
as reliable as foreign. I have two 
friends who are mechanics who tell 
me that recall rates mean very lit- 
tle, and that in their experience the 
foreign cars have held up better. 

I hope that your friends are better 
mechanics than they are industry 
analysts. Recalls, most of which are 
voluntary, are not trifles. Statutori- 
ly, vehicles are recalled for two rea- 
sons — defects that can kill or injure 
you, or defects that can render air 
unbreathable. All manufacturers, 
have had major recalls.

DETROIT I General Motors Corp. says 
it will speed up production cuts at 
a pickup truck factory in Flint that 
had been closed due to a strike at a 
parts supply company. 

GM spokesman Tony Sapienza 
said Tuesday it’s unclear when the 
Flint plant will restart produc- 
tion. When it does, GM will cut 
the third shift due to slow sales of 
the Chevrolet Silverado and GMC 
Sierra models. 

The company announced in 
April it would cut the third shift 
in Flint as of July 14. 

A nearly three -month strike at 
American Axle and Manufacturing 
Holdings Inc. caused a parts short-

Grape Expectations in La. 



Vintners strive to 
make wines worthy 
of the state’s cuisine 

DESTINATIONS I Travel down the 
winding, two -lane road where over- 
size houses with names like “Beau 
Regard” or “Ville Belle” have become 
the biggest cash crop, and you will 
come to a little gravel lane leading to 
some of the last farmland left in an 
area once known for agriculture. 

Trellised vines dot the 20 or so 
acres of Pontchartrain Vineyards; 
by early summer, they will be heavy 
with white and red grapes. Soon after, 
John Seago will began harvesting and 
making another batch of wine. 

“I have a very simple goal: to 
turn out a really good local wine 
that people can enjoy with our really 
good local food,” Seago said. 

It’s a goal with pitfalls, including 
soil conditions, a tiny state industry, 
and a law requiring small wineries 
to find their own distributors. 

One of six Louisiana-licensed 
vineyards, Pontchartrain Vine- 
yards — north of New Orleans, 
across Lake Pontchartrain — is the 
only winery in the state producing 
table wines exclusively from tradi- 
tional wine grapes. Seago became 
interested in traditional wine- 


making while stationed in Europe 
with the military. A native of New 
Orleans, Seago thought the rolling 
hills north of the city would be per- 
fect for producing wine. 

As it turned out, the growing con- 
ditions were good, but a bacteria in 
the soil of the eastern United States 
is fatal to European grape vines. 

“On no level of the state is there 


interest,” he said. “It’s very discour- 
aging. I’m growing a few vines here, 
and in Texas they are growing an 
industry.” 

Neighboring Texas has 158 com- 
mercial wineries and 3,700 acres of 
family- owned vineyard land con- 
tributing to a $1 billion economic 
impact, according to the Texas Wine 
and Grape Growers Association. It is 


now the fifth-largest wine produc- 
ing state, behind California, Wash- 
ington, New York and Oregon. 

“The main problem we have 
is getting people to try our wine,” 
Seago said. “They say, ‘How can it 
be any good — it’s from Louisiana?’ 
Well, they never say that about our 
food. So, they should find out about 
the wine, too.” mary foster (ap)

Director and actor 
Pollack leaves a 
legacy of great films 

APPRECIATION I Sydney Pollack’s 
name could be attached to any 
definition of “actor’s director” you 
could whip up. An actor himself, 
he never failed to produce movies 
with interesting performances, set- 
ting the stage for players as diverse 


as Bill Murray and Willie Nelson, 
Robert Redford and Jessica Lange 
to do their very best work. 

The Oscar-winning director 
and sometime actor (and some- 
time actor- director) died of can- 
cer Monday. He was 73. 

He directed films which pro- 
duced 12 Oscar-nominated per- 
formances, from “Tootsie” to “Out 
of Africa,” “They Shoot Horses, 
Don’t They” and “The Electric 


Horseman.” As an actor, he all 
but stole “Tootsie” from Dustin 
Hoffman, the very manifestation 
of the long-suffering, not-gonna- 
take-it-anymore agent working 
with an “artiste.” Pollack acted 
for Woody Allen, and produced 
and took a pivotal role in last fall’s 
“Michael Clayton.” His last screen 
performance can be viewed in the- 
aters now: He’s funny and effective 
as the serial-marrying dad to Pat- 


rick Dempsey’s womanizing son in 
“Made of Honor.” 

The last film he directed was 
“Sketches of Frank Gehry,” a docu- 
mentary about the architect. His last 
feature was “The Interpreter.” 

He didn’t do movies that pushed 
the envelope, that spoke to some 
higher calling. He made terrific 
star- driven entertainment and 
did it as well as anybody. He was 
much honored in his later years, 
as a defender of artist’s rights, as a 
consummate craftsman, as the great 
actor’s director that he was. 

His run of hits ended with “The 
Firm” (1993) and “Sabrina” (1995). 
From “Three Days of the Condor” 
to “The Firm,” his best pictures are 
as watchable today as when they 
hit theaters. 

And middlebrow or not, he 
kept his hand in, producing not 
only “Michael Clayton” but also 
George Clooney’s latest, “Leath- 
erheads.” 

His best movies? “Tootsie,” “The 
Firm,” and “Three Days of the Con- 
dor.” The earlier stuff is dated, and 
the later films didn’t work. 

Pollack was at his best working 
with the biggest stars, challenging 
Robert Redford (never the greatest 
actor), Barbra Streisand, Tom Cruise 
and others, at the peak of their fame 
and earning power, in solid, gener- 
ally entertaining pictures. 

We’d heard illness was why he 
pulled out of the chance to finish 
with a flourish, directing the HBO 
film “Recount.” But his name pulled it 
together and got that Rim onto TV. 

Well done.

Chick Flick Challenge 


‘Sex and the City’ may 
have endless appeal 
to a limited audience 

DEMOGRAPHICS I Can a pure chick 
flick become a hit? Yes, if it draws 
a diverse enough swath of female 
moviegoers. That will be the big 
question for “Sex and the City.” 

There are indications that the 
film, which opens Friday, is attract- 
ing a lot of interest from women of 
all ages — not just the age of the four 
lead actresses, who range from their 
early 40s to just over 50. 

“We can’t remember the last time 


a movie has created so much antici- 
pation among female moviegoers.” 
said Harry Medved, a spokesman 
for Fandango, the online movie 
ticket site. 

Medved said many women seem 
to be turning the movie viewing into 
a group event. “We are getting a sur- 
prising number of requests for group 
ticket sales from women planning 
‘Sex and the City’ get-togethers,” 
he said. 

As of Friday, 67 percent of more 
than 2,800 who filled out a sur- 
vey on Fandango planned to see the 
film with a group of women. Oh, 
and when asked their gender, 94 


percent of ticket buyers said they 
were women. 

You only have to look back two 
years to “The Devil Wears Prada,” 
another female-oriented film heavy 
on fashion (with the same costume 
designer) and juicy female charac- 
ters to find a movie that scored big 
despite an overwhelmingly female 
demographic. 

But there’s a difference: “Prada” 
was rated PG-13, whereas “Sex and 
the City” is rated R, with good rea- 
son, as any fan of the series knows. 
That will severely limit the teen 
audience. 

“This movie really will be a test

for R-rated female -driven roman- 
tic comedies,” said analyst Jeff Bock 
of box office tracker Reel Source. 
“There haven’t been a lot of movies 
like this.” Bock predicts the movie 
will have a strong opening weekend 
and then a big drop-off. “There’s no 
getting around that this is a film ori- 
ented to women,” he said. “It will be 
very hard to get past that, especial- 
ly with a lot of testosterone- driven 
films out there this summer.” 

“A huge female audience can cre- 
ate a blockbuster of a movie if there’s 
enough interest,” said Paul Derg- 
arabedian, president of the track- 
ing firm Media by Numbers LLC. 
“We’re seeing that women from 20 
to 55 are very interested.” 

To Dergarabedian, “Sex and the 
City” could be “a different kind of 
date movie” — a date among girl- 
friends: “This should be a major 
bonding ritual.” jocelyn noveck (ap)

Rap With a 
Conscience 


Rapper’s new album 
tells his sordid life 
story in grim detail 

SURVIVOR I Sudanese child-sol- 
dier-turned-rapper Emmanuel 
Jal admits that he had to tone 
down the lyrics of his new album, 
“Warchild.” 


“If I described everything I’ve 
seen and done, the record would 
be too harrowing,” the 28 -year- 
old says.

“Warchild” — released internation- 
ally through Sonic360 May 13 in 
the United States (where it’s dis- 
tributed by Fontana/Universal) 
and a day earlier in the United

Kingdom and Europe — still tell 
a horrific story. 

By the age of 8, Jal was fighting 
in the Sudan People’s Liberation 
Army, carrying an AK-47 rifle big- 
ger than he was. After five years as 
a soldier in Sudan’s bitter civil war, 
he escaped the SPLA in 1993, when 
a British aid worker smuggled him 
into Kenya and sent him to school. 
Songs like “Forced to Sin” and “Shad- 
ow of Death” detail his experiences 
so directly and disturbingly that one 
wonders what the uncensored ver- 
sions might have sounded like. 

“Warchild” is Jal’s third album, 
but is his international solo debut 
— following 2004’s “Gua,” a gospel/ 
rap set self-released only in Kenya, 
and 2005’s “Ceasefire” (Riverboat 


Records/World Music Network), 
a collaboration with traditional 
Sudanese Muslim singer Abdel 
Gadir Salim. Distributed in the 
United States through Universal, 
“Ceasefire” attracted considerable 
attention in world music circles and 
has sold slightly fewer than 4,000 
units in the States. 

“Warchild” moves Jal into more 
mainstream hip-hop territory, but 
he distances himself from the genre’s 
image. One song on the album is 
called “No Bling,” while “50 Cent” 
is a direct appeal to the rapper to be 
a better role model. “Hip-hop art- 
ists have to take responsibility,” Jal 
says. “I wanted to talk to him, but 
that wasn’t possible, so I wrote him

Communities use 
card that gives to 
charity, consumers 

At the Country Loft gift shop in 
New Ulm, Minn., customers buy- 
ing homemade fudge or a porcelain 
doll will come away with something 
more: cash back on a card to use 
for more shopping and a good feel- 
ing about supporting a charity and 
their local economy. 

The store is part of Smart- 
Town Alliance, a network of small 
businesses that aim to help towns 
encourage people to shop closer to 
home instead of shopping in bigger 
nearby cities. Since it was begun 
three years ago, it has expanded 
to three Minnesota towns and 
is in the works in about a dozen 
other places. 

“I looked at it as maybe it’s a shot 
in the arm for a small communi- 


ty,” said Country Loft owner Nancy 
Kokesch. “Small-town America is 
slowly dying.” 

Some retailers in the program 
are reporting more customer traf- 
fic, while others say it needs more of 
a push. For it to succeed, consum- 
ers have to start shopping with their 
hearts, notjust their wallets — some- 
thing experts said isn’t automatic. 

A swipe of the card at the register 
sends a portion of the proceeds to 
a charity the customer has chosen. 
Shoppers also get a bit of money put 
back on their cards for future pur- 


twice the size and just half an hour 
away, with more shopping choices. 
About 60 businesses are in the New 
Ulm program, with about 2,500 
active card users, program man- 
ager Sheila Howk said.. 

At Kokesch ’s store, the normal 
rebate is 3.5 percent. So, if a cus- 
tomer buys a gift for $20 before 
sales tax, 35 cents would go to the 
customer’s selected charity, and 
35 cents would go back on the card 
to spend later. Kokesch says she 
can’t say the project has increased 
her profit, but more customers are 
coming through the door.

Father’s Day cards 
often portray dads as 
lazy and incompetent 

Fathers sleep a lot, and they snore 
loudly. When they’re awake, they 
like to fish or golf, but they’re com- 
ically bad at both. They drink so 
much beer they’re practically alco- 
holics, and they’re complete couch 
potatoes, always watching television 
and hogging the remote. 

At least, that’s the less-than- 
favorable image of Dad on Father’s 
Day greeting cards. It’s a striking 
contrast to the poetic praise often 
expressed on Mother’s Day. Many 
men say they are tired of the “put- 
down” cards and would like some 
affirmation for a change — and at 
least one greeting- card company 
is listening. 

One father in Washington, 
D.C., who used to stay home with 
his kids and blog about his life as 
an at-home father, says the golf and

fishing cards don’t bother him, but 
he doesn’t like the ones that make 
dads look incompetent. 

“This idea that men are some- 
how biologically incapable of caring 
for their children is the sort of thing 
that I don’t find particularly funny,” 
said Brian Reid, father of two. 

Not only greeting cards, but also 
television and movies often convey 
the idea that Dad is unreliable with 
every parental duty, from changing 
a diaper to picking the kids up at 
school, he says.

Greeting cards can be a good 
litmus test for the way society per- 
ceives various relationships and peo- 
ple. Companies want to sell cards, 
so they aim to hit a spark of truth. 
But generalizing in order to reach 
people can lead to stereotypes that 
then get perpetuated and take on 
a life of their own. 

In an age where about 159,000 
dads stay home with their chil- 


dren, according to 2006 U.S. Cen- 
sus numbers, it’s hardly accurate 
to say that dads don’t know what 
they’re doing. 

One Hallmark card at a Stop 
& Shop this season showed a car- 
toon depiction of “When dads pack 
lunches.” In the picture, some kids 
are eating lunch together, and one 
says, “Looks like I got a peanut but- 
ter and salami sandwich and a can 
ofWD-40.” 

There you go: the incompetent 
(and tool- obsessed) father. 

But our culture might be headed 
away from that and offering credit 
to both units in the parental pack. 
Hallmark says it is offering more 
positive cards this year. 

Indeed, the greeting card indus- 
try might be getting the hint. A 
recent trip down a greeting card 
aisle found one reporter hard- 
pressed to find many insulting 
Father’s Day cards. 

Sure, there was the one that 
said, “Celebrate Father’s Day with 
a beer in one hand . . . and a beer in 
the other hand.” 

But other than the small handful 
of “put- down” cards, most Father’s 
Day greetings were thought- 
ful, appreciative and often quite 
mushy. 

“I love you just like I did when 
I was little ... only now I appre- 
ciate you even more,” reads one.

The designer 
who dreamed 
the diva’s look 
for decades 

It was a grand entrance if ever there 
was one — Cher at the Colosseum 
in Caesars Palace, descending from 
the ceiling like an empress. When 
she stepped out in a blindingly spar- 
kly gold lame cape and an Egyptian 
headdress with an asp, she could 
have been 22 again. Or even 42. But 
Cher, who just turned 62, can still 
rock a Bob Mackie getup. 

Her new show is an eyeful of 
deliciously glittery costumes that 
hark back to the wonderfully tacky, 
pre- Celine Vegas of Liberace and 
feather-flocked revues. She plays 
the gypsy in a jingling skirt, the 
sultan in genie pants that are little 
more than ropes of gold and crys- 
tal embroidery draped across her 
thighs, and 1960s-era Cher in a mod 
red minidress. Through 17 costume 
changes, she shares and bares — belly 
button, hips and butt cheeks. 

“She wears everything with such 
ease,” says Mackie. 

A few of the greatest Cher-Mack- 
ie wardrobe hits are on display in 
glass cases outside the theater, and 
it’s amazing to see them up close. 
There’s the Louis XIV corset from 
the 1999 “Believe” tour and the eye- 
catching red Pocahontas outfit from 
the mid-1970s.

These days, Mackie spends most 
of his time designing his QVC line, 
but his Los Angeles workroom is still 
a fantasyland of buttons and bolts 
of fabric. When Cher came to him 
earlier this spring, she had several 
characters in mind for the produc- 
tion, which sent him sketching. 

He had four weeks to work. 

Still, it’s easier than it used to be: 
“The sketching didn’t take so long 
— it was coming up with what things 
were and how to do them. There are 
so many amazing new fabrics.” 

In one number, Cher wanted to 
wear a cape that lights up. “It used 
to be a nightmare to get things to 
light up,” Mackie says. “But it was 
easy. First, we made a pattern, and I 
marked on it where the lights would 
go. Then we had it beaded, and they 
pulled the beads out where the lights 
were going to be. Then we sent it 
out, and it was done.” 

The two met on “The Carol Bur- 
nett Show.” He was 27, and she was 
20. “Everybody was older than us, 
and we just clicked,” Mackie says. 

When “Sonny and Cher” was 
picked up as a summer replace- 
ment, Cher asked for Mackie. 
Cher had as many as 20 costume 
changes on the show, and Mackie 
had only a week to prepare. “She 
was just singing her ballads. Now, 
she’s much more knowledgeable 
about how she wants to look.” 

But no less excited it. “When she 


put that gold cape from the first song 
on in the fitting, she just smiled, like, 
‘Look what I got! ’ She couldn’t help 
herself. She was like a little girl.”
